Protests Airport 


An urgent appeal to the county 
officials to prohidit the placing of 
an airport west of Upland and 
north of Foothill boulevard was 
made today by Harold K. Hem- 
ingway and he urged all property 
owners in that'area to join him ir 
the protest. 

He has directed his protest, ver- 
bally and in writing, to Franh 
Mogile, chairman of the San Ber. 
nardino county board of super. 
visors, and Harold Zenz, director 
cf the county planning commis- 
sion. 

“T never supposed the airport 
project at that location would be 
approved and so I had not enterea 
any protest previously,” explained 
“Now. I -wnder- 
stand the county supervisors loo}. | 
with favor upon the airport im. 
mediately adjacent to my Karak 
fur farm on Benson and Thit 
teenth.” 

Mr. Hemingway, whose business 
operations have attracted national 
attention, said it would seriously 
interfere with his undertaking if 
the independently-owned airport 
were allowed and if scores of 
constantly landing 
and taking off. 

“The place for an airport is in 
an industrial location, not where 
there are residences and where 
there will be eventually hundreds 
of fine homes,” continued the ag- 
gressive Uplander. 

He said the airport operation 
would virtually bring to an ene 
the use of his property on Benson 
avenue for use as a Karakul sheep 
headquarters, 

Thirty thousand pieces of ad- 
vertising literature have been sent 
by him to all parts of the nation 
since January 1, he said. At the 
same time he displayed papers 
irom half a dozen cities which had 
featured pictures of Karakul 
jambs and a news story of his 
enterprize. 

“Thousands of dollars have been 
spent in advertising and ‘Upland 
is prominently displayed at all 
times by me,” he said in appealing 
for consideration in being able to 
keep his Benson avenue location 
free from interference by the 
airport.

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Pay Boost Given'Cable Ready 


Upland Teachers 
By School Board 


Substantial salary increases for 
Uplanc’s elementary teaching per- 
sonnel] and the staff of the junior 
high, through the seventh and 
eighth grades, were voted Tues. 
day night at the regular school 
board meeting attended by How- 
ard Mason, chairman; Allan S 
Barr, clerk, and Superintendent 
Harold W. Cook. A blanket raise 
of $250 per year in the salaries 
of all full-time teachers affectea 
was authorized. 

The minimum pay schedule for 
teachers for the 1945-46 school 
year will be $1850 per year and 
the maximum is $2450 per year. 
Longevity of service, of course, 
affects the pay of varicus teach- 
ers. 

Teachers in the Upland Ele- 
mentary, Sierra Vista and the 18th 
Street schools have received their 
new contracts as well as_ the 
teaching staff of the seventh and 
eighth grades of the junior high. 

The pay increases will call for 
the additional expenditure of ap- 
proximately $8000 for the ensu- 
ing schoo] year. The increase, of 
course, is given to only certificat- 
ed employes. Increase in salary 
was also voted for non-certificated 
employes, the total sum for the 
year being about $1080. 

It was stated that the schoo! 
income for next year will be suf- 
ficiently large to care for this in- 
creased pay load inasmuch as pas- 
sage of legislation is practically 
assured: which will bring to the 
Upland school district additiona: 
income of approximately $18,000. 
This increased income is made 
possible because of the passage 
of measure No. 9 at the last gen- 
eral election. 

After careful deliberation and 
survey made of schools similar tc 
the size of those in Upland the 
board came to the conclusion that 
the pay increase was the only 
step that could be taken which 


would give any assurance-te:a full}. 


teaching staff next year. Compe- 
tition for teachers this year is par 
ticularly keen as was demonstrat- 
ed in statements. made by Super- 
intendent Cook. 

At a recent board meeting 
Superintendent Cook was author- 
ized to use every means in con- 
tacting teachers who might be 
added to the local staff. Follow- 
ing out that order the superinten- 
dent spent considerable time in 
correspondence, by telephone and 
personal trips to distant points in 
interviewing prospects. After 
“beating the bushes,” the official 
was able to contact 47 who might 
be in line for a job in Upland. Of 
that number he found only four to 
fill an already existing vacancy in 
12 positions. 

Superintent Cook stated at the 
board meeting that some districts 
had already raised the salaries ot ; 
their 1945-46 staff $400 a year

German prisoners of war were also 
sent in to aid in the harvest and 
aie daily working straight shifts 
in the orchards.

Edmund Stevens 
To Speak at 
Forum April 25 





Edmund Stevens, war corres- 
pondent for the Christian Science 
Monitor, is scheduled to appear at 
Chaffey Civic auditorium on Aprii 
25, at 8 p.m. For the past three 
and a half years Mr. Stevens hag 
followed the shifting battle fronts 
through Europe and Africa. When 
war was declared he was in the 
air over the channel on his way 
from London to Moscow, so he 
alter2d his route and tried to get 
into Poland. When at last he suc- 
ceeded it was through the back 
door into Wilno for the final act 
of the Polish tragedy. 

Next he witnessed the initial 
stages of Soviet infiltration into 
the Baltic states and then went 
to Helsinki just in time for Fin- 
iand’s winter war with Russia, re- 
main‘ng until after the peace and 
covering the entire field from the 
iXarelian Isthmus to beyond the 
Arctic Circle. 

Mr, Stevens returned to Egypt 
shortly after General Montgomery 
launched his offensive, and for the 
next three months accompaniea 
the Kighth Army on their advance 
through Libya, keeping close to 
the head of the column. After the 
fall of Tripoli, he stayed on in the 
town at the request of the Br:t- 
ish command to help set up a
